The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Institutions  of  Higher  Learn- 
ing is  composed  of  a  group  of  dedicated  Mississippians 
who  are  appointed  by  the  Governor  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate.  This  group,  which  is  the  govern- 
ing body  for  the  University,  is  made  up  of  12  members 
who  are  appointed  for  terms  of  twelve  years,  in  groups 
of  four  each  four  years,  of  whom  one  is  appointed  from 
each  Congressional  District,  one  from  each  of  the  three 
Supreme  Court  Districts,  and  two  from  the  State-at-large. 
There  are  no  ex-officio  members.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
selects  one  of  its  members  as  President  of  the  Board  and 


appoints  the  Chancellor  as  executive  head  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

The  new  buildings  and  other  expansions  of  our 
physical  facilities  are  only  a  visible  portion  of  the  work 
done  by  this  group,  who  gives  up  a  valuable  portion  of 
their  time  to  help  guide  the  educational  progress  of  our 
state.

The  University  of  Mississippi  was  founded  in  1848  as  a  liberal  arts  school.  From 

this  nucleus  has  developed  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  which  today  serves  as  an 

end  for  those  students  who  are  in  search  of  a  cross-section  of  general  knowledge 

which  will  prepare  them  for  intellectual  and  civic  competence  and  as  a  starting 

point  for  those  wishing  to  specialize  in  law,  medicine,  theology  and  other 

professional  fields. 

A  significant  feature  of  this  school  is  its  Scholars  Program  which  enables 

selected  superior  students  to  participate  in  advanced  class  sections  and  to  meet 

and  have  discussions  with  eminent  faculty  members  and  outstanding  campus 

visitors.

A  department  of  law  was  established  here  by  the  State  Legislature  in 

1854,  making  the  University  Law  School  the  4th  oldest  state-owned  law 

school  in  the  United  States.  A  graduate  of  the  3-year  course  which  is 

offered  is  able  to  practice  law  in  any  court  in  the  state  without  further 

examination.  This  course  is  based  on  a  thorough  understanding  of  the 

principles  of  jurisdiction  accompanied  by  actual  practice  in  legal 

procedures. 

The  school  is  accredited  both  by  the  Association  of  American  Law 

Schools  and  the  American  Bar  Association.

SCHOOL  OF  ENGINEERING 


The  School  of  Engineering  was  established  in  1900  as  the  3rd  school 

of  the  University  and  the  first  school  of  engineering  in  the  state.  Modern 

Carrier  Hall  with  its  well-equipped  classrooms  and  laboratories 

serves  as  the  headquarters  for  this  school  from  which  5  professional 

degrees  are  offered  in  either  a  4,  5  or  a  6-year  curricula. 

This  school  holds  membership  in  the  American  Society  for  Engineering 

Education,  the  Engineering  College  Administrative  Council,  and  the 

Engineering  College  Research  Council.

The  School  of  Medicine  has  its  headquarters  in  Jackson  at  the  University  Medical 
Center  which  is  composed  of  the  University  Hospital  and  the  School  of  Medicine 
Building  and  was  completed  in  1955.  With  the  use  of  these  excellent  facilities, 
a  4-year  program  which  leads  to  the  Doctor  of  Medicine  has  been  established. 
The  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  and  graduate  degrees  in  the  medical  sciences 
may  also  be  obtained  from  this  school  which  is  fully  approved  by  the  American 
Medical  Association  and  the  Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges.

The  School  of  Pharmacy  was  established  at  the  University  in  190- 
offers  a  four-year  pre-professional  and  professional  course  after  which 
the  graduates  are  eligible  for  examination  to  practice  pharmacy  in  any 

state. 

Students  in  this  school  make  an  annual  trip  under  the  direction  of  faculty 

members  to  visit  well-known  pharmaceutical  and  biological  laboratories, 

where  large-scale  production  of  pharmaceuticals  and  allied  products 

is  demonstrated. 
The  school  is  accredited  by  the  American  Council  on  Pharmaceutical 

Education  as  a  Class  A  school  of  pharmacy. 
The  dean  of  the  school  is  Dr.  Charles  W.  Hartman. 


DEAN  CHARLES  W.  HARTMAN 
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SCHOOL  OF  COMMERCE 


Since  1917,  the  School  of  Commerce  and  Business  Administration  has  played 
an  important  role  in  the  University  by  training  its  students  for  an  administrative 
career  in  business  or  government  and  beginning  the  development  of  their 
proficiency  in  the  application  of  such  knowledge.  Modern  Connor  Hall,  which 
was  dedicated  this  year,  serves  as  headquarters  for  this  school.  In  its 
well-equipped  classrooms  and  laboratories  students  are  given  instruction  which 
is  designed  both  for  those  who  plan  to  operate  their  own  businesses  and  for 
those  who  plan  to  occupy  responsible  positions  in  the  administration  of 
business  and  governmental  units. 

Since  1944  this  school  has  been  a  member  of  the  American  Association  of 
Collegiate  Schools  of  Business.

The  President's  Cabinet  consists  of  the  Associated 
Student  Body  officers  and  nine  members  appointed  by 
the  president.  The  Cabinet's  function  is  to  aid  the  presi- 
dent in  the  execution  of  his  duties. 

The  Student  Judicial  Council  consisting  of  five  mem- 
bers is  the  University's  Supreme  Court.  One  member  is

The  Campus  Senate  is  the  legislative  body  ior  the 
University  students.  This  body  controls  all  matters 
which  are  delegated  to  the  student  body  by  the  admin- 
istration, and  sets  the  policies  for  all  student  body 
activities  so  that  they  may  be  conducted  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  student  body  as  a  whole. 

The  Senate  is  composed  of  one  member  from  each 
section  of  every  dormitory,  each  fraternity  and  sorority 
house,  each  district  in  Vet  Village,  two  members  from 
the  Oxford  students,  and  the  presidents  of  each  of  the 
seven  schools  at  the  University. 

The  Chancellor,  the  Provost,  the  Dean  of  the  Division 
of  Student  Personnel,  the  Comptroller,  the  Dean  of  each 
school  or  their  representatives,  and  a  representative  of 
the  Oxford  Chamber  of  Commerce  also  serve  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Senate. 

The  vice-president,  Dick  Wilson,  and  the  secretary, 
Sandra  Dabbs,  of  the  Associated  Student  Body  serve  as 
president  and  clerk  of  the  Senate.  The  President  Pro- 
Tern,  Jim  Bonner,  and  the  Marshal,  Buffy  Beach,  are 
elected  by  the  Senate.  The  Chaplain,  Jackie  Jeter,  and 
the  Parliamentarian,  Tom  Cleveland,  are  appointee 
the  president. 


The  Women's  Student  Government  Association,  com- 
posed of  every  woman  student  on  campus,  is  a  self- 
governing  organization  which  is  headed  by  an  Executive 
Council  of  4  officers,  elected  by  popular  vote,  and  a  Ju- 
dicial Council  composed  of  one  appointed  representative 
from  each  class.  Working  in  wholehearted  cooperation 
with  the  Dean  of  Women  and  all  administrative  officials, 
the  W.S.G.A.  tries  to  enforce  the  observance  of  all  Uni- 
versity policies  and  regulations. 

A  House  Council,  composed  of  a  president,  secretary- 
treasurer,  and  two  elected  representatives  from  each 
floor,  is  elected  in  each  dormitory.  There  officers,  with 
the  help  of  the  Judicial  Council,  are  responsible  for  the 
enforcement  of  dormitory  and  sorority  regulations.  A 
Legislative  Council  made  up  of  dormitory  and  sorority 
house  presidents  and  secretaries  formulates  these  regu- 
lations, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Dean  of  Women. 
The  President's  Council,  composed  of  the  dormitory  and 
sorority  house  presidents,  meets  once  a  week  with  the 
W.S.G.A.  President  to  discuss  common  problems. 

The  W.S.G.A.  is  a  member  of  the  Mississippi  Inter- 
Collegiate  Association  of  Student  Governments  and  also 
of  the  Inter-Collegiate  Association  of  Women  Students.

This  four-page  daily,  which  is  distributed 
by  means  of  wooden  news  stands  in  the  academic  build- 
ings, serves  as  an  excellent  means  by  which  the  stu- 
dents are  kept  well-informed  on  matters  of  school  inter- 
est. The  editorial  section  has  presented  a  number  of 
controversial  articles  which  have  aroused  student  inter- 


est and  called  to  attention  serious  problems  which  face 
the  school. 

With  his  new  headquarters  in  the  Journalism  Building, 
Editor  Jimmy  Robertson  has  done  an  excellent  job  of 
co-ordinating  the  work  of  this  organization  and  publish- 
ing a  newspaper  which  is  a  credit  to  Ole  Miss.  Jim 
O'Mara,  Business  Manager,  is  also  to  be  commended 
for  his  work  as  financial  head  of  the  organization. 

Through  the  efforts  of  these  two  leaders  and  their  cap- 
able staff,  the  students  of  Ole  Miss  have  been  able  to  be 
kept  up-to-date  on  the  events  which  have  made  this 
year  a  memorable  one  for  the  University.

The  members  of  the  Moot  Court  Board  are  chosen 
from  those  students  in  the  School  of  Law  who  have 
demonstrated  outstanding  scholarship  and  leadership 
ability. 

The  purpose  of  the  Moot  Court  program  is  to  familiar- 
ize students  with  the  actual  practice  of  law  in  the  courts 
of  Mississippi.  Students  participate  in  both  trial  and 
appellate  work,  including  interviewing  clients  and  wit- 
nesses, preparing  appellate  briefs,  and  conducting 
courtroom  arguments.  Justices  in  appellate  cases  consist 
of  one  faculty  member  and  two  senior  law  students, 
and  a  well-known  practicing  attorney  usually  sits  as 
judge  in  trial  cases.

The  Department  of  Military  Science  and  Tactics,  which 
is  a  unit  of  the  Army  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps, 
falls  under  the  joint  jurisdiction  of  the  University  and  the 
Department  of  the  Army.

The  Naval  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  was  estab- 
lished on  the  Ole  Miss  campus  in  June,  1946.  Its  center 
of  operations  is  McCain  Hall,  which  was  named  in  mem- 
ory of  the  late  Admiral  S.  McCain,  USN. 

The  purpose  of  the  NROTC  is  to  prepare  carefully- 
screened  and  selected  young  men  for  commissions  as 
Ensign  in  the  United  States  Navy  or  Second  Lieutenant 
in  the  United  States  Marine  Corps.  Ole  Miss  is  one  of 
fifty-one  other  outstanding  colleges  and  universities  in 
the  nation  selected  to  enhance  the  United  States  Naval 
Academy  in  graduating  officers  of  these  two  services. 
The  NROTC  students  pursue  their  selected  major  field 
of  study,  as  do  their  civilian  contemporaries,  and  also 
study  professional  Naval  and  Marine  subjects. 

Even  though  NROTC  students  follow  a  rigorous  study 
schedule,  not  all  of  their  time  is  spent  in  the  classroom 
and  lab.  For  eight  weeks  each  summer,  the  Ole  Miss 
Midshipmen  participate  in  active  duty  training  cruises. 
These  cruises  provide  the  student  with  shipboard  train- 
ing and  practical  knowledge  while  broadening  his  ex- 
perience and  outlook. 

Upon  receiving  their  commissions,  the  new  officers 
go  to  assignments  aboard  ship,  in  flight  school,  and 
bases  around  the  world.

To  meet  the  challenge  of  the  increasing  demand  for  personnel  trained 
as  engineers  and  scientists  to  cope  with  the  problems  and  com- 
plexities of  modem  day  warfare,  the  Navy  Department  established  the 
Navy  Enlisted  Scientific  Education  Program.

The  Five-Term  College  Training  Program  was  initiated  in  1945  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy.  Its  purpose  is  to  provide  commissioned 
officers  of  the  Regular  Navy  in  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  Commander 
and  below  with  the  opportunity  to  receive  academic  training  equiva- 
lent to  five  terms  of  College-level  education.  Officers  assigned  to  the 
program  will  receive  an  education  equal  to  that  given  to  officers  who 
are  graduates  of  the  United  States  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis.

The  Air  Force  ROTC  air  science  curriculum  is  a  gen- 
eralized curriculum  and  consists  of  courses  designed  to 
produce  citizens  and  officers  who  present  well-rounded 
backgrounds  essential  in  this  aerospace  age. 

The  Depertment  of  Air  Science  (in  progress  at  Ole 
Miss  since  1947)  consists  of  a  staff  of  four  officers  and 
three  airmen.  Supervised  by  the  University  and  Air 
Force  ROTC,  they  conduct  the  air  science  course  of 
study  which  is  divided  into  two  phases,  basic  and 
advanced. 

The  first  two  years  constitute  the  basic  course,  which 
aims  at  giving  students  an  opportunity  to  acquaint  them- 
selves with  the  aerospace  power  concept  as  well  as  to 
provide  candidates  for  the  advanced  course.  However, 
since  not  all  cadets  will  become  air  force  officers,  em- 
phasis in  the  basic  course  is  on  air  age  citizenship,  and 
the  course  is  intended  for  all  young  men  who  will  as 
citizens  face  the  challenge  of  the  Air-Nuclear  Age.  Ca- 
dets in  the  basic  course  spend  two  hours  each  week  in 


the  classroom  and  two  hours  each  week  at  a  leadership 
laboratory. 

The  last  two  years  of  the  Air  Force  ROTC  program 
constitute  the  advanced  course.  Here  each  cadet  attends 
four  hours  of  classroom  instruction  each  week  and  two 
hours  of  leadership  laboratory.  In  addition,  all  advanced 
cadets  are  required  to  attend  a  four-week  summer  train- 
ing unit  at  an  air  force  base.  The  major  emphasis  in  the 
advanced  course  is  on  the  maximum  development  of 
cadets  who  have  been  selected  for  officer  positions  in 
the  Air  Force. 

The  cadet-operated  corps  is  the  basis  for  the  leadership 
laboratory  and  a  proving  ground  for  cadets.  However, 
many  corps-sponsored  activities  take  place  outside  the 
leadership-laboratory.  Among  these  are  the  activities  the 
Arnold  Air  Society,  Angel  Flight,  Drill  Team,  and  Cadet 
Choir.  The  Arnold  Air  Society  is  a  national  honor  society 
for  AFROTC  cadets.  The  corps  is  also  responsible  for 
the  air  force  ROTC  social  event  of  the  academic  year — 
the  military  ball.  Thus,  the  cadet  learns  not  only  air 
science,  but  how  to  adapt  himself  to  society.

Colonel  Rebel  opened  his  season  against  the  Hogs 
from  Fayetteville  with  a  rousing  16-0  victory  to  officially 
dedicate  the  new  Mississippi  Memorial  Stadium.  With 
the  temperature  around  90,  Vaught's  Vikings  gave  notice 
to  the  nation  that  Ole  Miss  still  was  NUMBER  ONE. 

Fullback  Billy  Ray  Adams  took  the  Porker  opening 
kickoff  and  the  Rebs  were  on  the  move.  Six  plays  later 
the  Rebels  had  moved  69  yards  and  had  struck  paydirt 
via  an  aerial  shot  from  Doug  Elmore  to  Woody  Dabbs. 
Wes  Sullivan  added  the  point  after  and  the  game  was 
never  in  doubt  as  46,000  watched  Coach  Vaught's

The  Ole  Miss  Marching  Band  traveled  thousands  of 
miles  this  year  to  help  boost  the  Rebels. 

Among  the  highlights  of  the  season  were  the  per- 
formances over  nation-wide  television  at  the  Arkansas 
and  Cotton  Bowl  games.  The  band's  outstanding  show- 
manship has  produced  halftime  shows  to  remember  for 
a  long  time.  Mississippi  has  been  made  famous  all  over 
the  world  by  the  Rebel  Band  and  the  Rebellettes.

After  a  whirlwind  start,  the  Rebels  were  greeted  by 
their  first  stroke  of  bad  luck.  One  of  the  starting  quintet, 
El  Edmonds,  was  injured  in  a  Holiday  Tournament  in — 
you  guessed  it — TEXAS! 

Guard  Donnie  Kessinger  proved  to  be  one  of  the 
bright  spots  for  the  Colonel.  Kess  sparkplugged  the 
team  the  entire  season  and  thrilled  crowds  everywhere 
with  his  heads-up  play.  Shifting  ably  into  the  spot 
vacated  by  the  injured  El  Edmonds  was  Bill  Bolton. 
"Bull"  surprised  many  of  the  Rebel  fans  with  his  timely 
rebounds  and  clutch  plays.  Bill  "Wickie"  White  had 
perhaps  his  best  season  percentage-wise.  Wickie  hit 
for  an  amazing  fifty  per  cent  from  the  floor  with  his  soft 
jump  shots.  Mel  Edmonds,  like  last  year,  continued 
to  drive  hard  and  in  general  kept  many  defensive  men 
throughout  the  season  guessing  as  to  his  whereabouts. 
"Tree"  Ainsworth  did  his  usual  job  at  center  and 
served  as  a  post  man  for  the  drives  of  Donnie  Kessinger 
and  Mel  Edmonds.

The  Rebels  opened  the  season  with  a  four  game 
home  stand.  The  Rebels  defeated  Southeastern  83-66 
in  the  opening  game.  Tree  contributed  23  points,  Donnie 
22,  and  Mel  17  points  for  Rebels  in  double  figures.  In 
the  second  game,  Tree  dumped  in  31  points  and  Donnie 
got  26  as  the  Rebs  won  the  second  game  96-78.  Louisi- 
ana College  was  the  next  victim  of  Colonel  Rebel,  this 
time  by  a  92-66  score.  Mel,  Tree,  and  Donnie  each 
picked  up  over  twenty  points. 

The  Rebels  then  journeyed  to  Arkansas  where  they 
were  treated  rather  improperly.

Louisiana  Tech  then  fell  before  the  vengeful  Rebels 
again  68-64.  On  an  extended  road  trip  to  Texas,  the 
Rebels  lost  three  straight.  Houston  won  63-62,  Texas 
lucked  up  88-71,  and  Texas  Tech  added  their  names 
by  a  93-70  margin. 

Later  in  the  season,  the  Rebs  dumped  Florence  State 
twice,  Georgia  Tech,  Tennessee,  and  Georgia.  High- 
light of  the  Tennessee  road  game  was  the  record  set 
by  Donnie  Kessinger  when  he  collected  48  points 
against  the  Volunteers  for  a  record  breaking  total  on 
the  Vol's  home  court.  He  picked  up  33  against  Georgia 
in  the  following  game  to  give  him  a  40.5  average  for 
two  games. 

Road  games  proved  to  be  the  downfall  of  the  Rebels 
again  this  year.  Kessinger  was  the  only  one  who  was 
immune  to  the  jinx  of  road  games.

BASEBALL 


The  1961  edition  of  the  Ole  Miss  Baseball  team,  as 
was  the  1960  team,  was  defending  SEC  Champs.  This 
time,  Fate  denied  the  Rebels  their  just  position  and 
they  were  forced  to  settle  for  second. 

Coach  Tom  Swayze's  charges  finished  with  a  10-5 
SEC  record,  good  for  second  in  both  the  Western  Di- 
vision and  overall  Conference  standings.  The  Rebs 
trailed  Western  winner  LSU  (11-4)  by  a  game  and  dead- 
locked Eastern  winner  Auburn  (12-6)  for  second  place. 
The  Rebels  posted  a  full  season  record  of  15-8. 

After  the  season's  opener  with  Delta  State  was  rained 
out,  the  Rebels  opened  the  season  with  visiting  Delta 
State.  The  Statesmen  from  Delta  State  were  downed  by 
a  21-4  score  in  a  wild  scoring  game  that  saw  the  Rebels 
score  by  every  possible  means. 

After  the  opener  with  Delta  State,  the  Rebels  jour- 
neyed to  Louisiana  to  take  on  some  of  the  Bayou  teams. 
Southeastern  Louisiana  greeted  the  Rebels  with  a  3-5 
loss.  The  veteran  Rebs  took  this  minor  mishap  in  stride, 
however,  and  rolled  on  to  do  battle  with  the  Greenies 
of  Tulane.  The  first  game  of  the  series  went  to  the  hard 
hitting  Rebels  by  an  8-1  score.  In  the  second  game, 
Coach  Swayze  cleaned  the  bench  as  the  Rebels  com- 
pletely routed  the  Greenies  13-0. 

LSU  halted  what  looked  to  be  the  beginning  of  an- 


other Reb  winning  streak  when  the  Tigers  handed  Col- 
onel Rebel  two  losses  in  a  row.  The  first  score  was  3-4 
and  the  second,  1-2. 

After  the  two  losses  at  the  hands  of  the  Bengals,  the 
Rebels  returned  to  the  more  friendly  atmosphere  of 
home.  This  series  resulted  in  twin  defeats  of  Tulane 
9-6  and  another  wild  one  14-2.  In  the  second  game  Jake 
Gibbs  and  Billy  Ray  Jones  each  collected  three  hits 
while  Gibbs  picked  up  four  in  the  first  game  of  the 
series.  The  Rebels  collected  a  total  of  25  hits  in  the 
two  games. 

Next,  the  Rebs  split  a  two  game  stand  with  Arkansas 
State  en  the  road.  Ole  Miss  took  the  first  game  9-3  but 
Arkansas  State  slipped  by  with  a  win  as  they  handed 
the  Rebels  their  fourth  defeat  by  an  8-9  score. 

LSU  invaded  Rebel  Land  to  close  out  the  four  game 
series  with  the  Rebels.  This  time  the  Rebs  were  not  to 
be  denied.  After  dropping  the  first  game  by  0-4  the 
Rebs  hit  high  gear  and  defeated  the  Tigers  6-1. 

Once  again  Coach  Swayze's  team  took  to  the  road  to 
do  battle  with  the  Rednecks  from  State.  Ole  Miss  took 
the  opener  5-4  but  State  lucked  up  and  dropped  the 
Rebels  by  a  seven  point  margin  as  the  Rednecks  won 
2-9. 

Following  the  loss  to  State,  the  Rebels  took  three  of 
four  games  from  the  Pink  Elephants  of  Alabama.  After 
losing  the  opener  of  the  series  8-9,  the  Rebels  handed 
the  boys  from  'Bama  three  straight  defeats  by  scores 
of  9-8  (poetic  justice),  7-5,  and  1-0.  The  Rebel  guns  were

The  Alabama  situation  in  hand,  the  Rebels  went  to 
work  on  Arkansas  State  for  the  second  series.  This  time 
Rebels  dropped  the  Teachers  6-1  and  4-2.  Doug  El- 
more and  Jake  Gibbs  led  the  team's  efforts  with  a  home 
run  apiece.  Gibbs  had  a  good  series  as  he  added  to  his 
total  of  stolen  bases  when  he  got  four  for  the  series. 

More  Tigers  came  to  Ole  Miss,  this  time  in  the  form 
of  the  boys  from  Memphis  State.  In  the  series  with  the 
Tigers,  Ole  Miss  took  the  opening  game  on  campus 
12-2  and  were  defeated  11-14  in  the  return  game  at 
Memphis. 

The  season  finale  saw  the  Rebels  defeat  the  Rednecks 
from  State  for  a  second  time  5-4.  The  second  game  of 
the  series  and  final  game  of  the  year  was  called  be- 
cause of  rain. 

Don  Porter  paced  the  Rebels  at  the  plate  with  a  bat- 
ting average  of  .339  and  in  the  home  run  department 
with  5.  In  both  cases,  he  was  closely  followed  by  Jake 
Gibbs.  Gibbs  had  a  batting  average  of  .333  and  4  cir- 
cuit clouts.  The  mound  staff  was:  Ken  Netherland  3-0; 
Tommy  Climer  2-2;  Robert  Siedell  7-2;  Don  Porter  1-2; 
and  Carey  Grantham  2-1. 

Of  the  1961  baseball  team,  four  members  placed  on 
the  Western  Division  All-Star  Team.  They  were:  Don 
Porter,  Jake  Gibbs,  Doug  Elmore,  and  Robert  Siedell. 
Porter,  Gibbs,  and  Elmore  were  also  named  to  the  SEC

In  the  SEC  the 
Rebels  dropped  engagements  to  Mississippi  State,  Ala- 
bama, Auburn,  and  Vanderbilt. 

The  Rebels  didn't  finish  well  in  the  SEC.  However,  as 
a  high  point  of  the  season  they  came  in  second  in  the 
Mississippi  Intercollegiate  Tournament  in  Jackson  be- 
hind the  State  Red  Necks.

To  the  Memphis  Relays  Coach  Knight  took  his  relay 
team  consisting  of  El  Edmonds,  Mel  Edmonds,  Chico 
Taylor,  and  Larry  Smith.  This  team  broke  the  440  yard  re- 
lay record  of  42.9  seconds  by  .4  of  a  second.  Also  they 
broke  the  880  yard  relay  record  of  1:29.7  with  a  time  of 
1:28.7. 

In  the  Southwest  Relays,  the  440  yard  relay  team 
finished  third  behind  Houston  and  LSU  with  Buddy 
Crosby  replacing  the  injured  Chico  Taylor.  The  same 
team  entered  the  880  yard  relay  and  finished  first  with 
a  time  of  1:28.8. 

In  the  Jackson  relays  the  Ole  Miss  track  team  ran 
away  with  the  meet. 

At  the  Junior  AAU  meet  in  New  Orleans,  brothers  Mel 
and  El  Edmonds  took  the  100  yard  dash  and  the  220 
yard  dash.  Mel  took  top  honors  in  the  100  yard  dash  with 
a  time  of  9.9  and  El  finished  third.

To  be  considered  for  membership  in  ODK,  a  person

Membership  must  include  only  two  per  cent  of  the 
total  male  enrollment  and  must  be  apportioned  among 
the  five  phases  into  which  ODK  divides  college  life.

The  basic  idea  of  fraternity  is  not  new.  Back  in  1776, 
not  long  after  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  a  group 
of  college  men  first  banded  together  and  adopted  a 
Greek-letter  name.  Today  the  fraternity  system  has 
grown  so  that  it  is  an  integral  part  of  not  only  the  lives 
of  their  members  but  of  campus  life  as  a  whole.

The  still  "high  school"  freshman  pledge  is  aided  and 
guided  by  his  group  in  the  metamorphosis  into  a  "col- 
lege" man  or  woman.  Both  independence  and  co- 
operation must  be  learned,  and  with  the  assumption 
of  fraternity  or  sorority  obligations  the  student  alsc 
assumes  greater  obligations  to  himself  and  to  the  uni- 
versity. 

This 
realization  may  grow  dim  in  the  wee  small  hours  of 
the  rainy  morning  when  the  homecoming  decorations 
are  half  done,  when  the  band  does  not  show  up  for 
the  Spring  Formal  or  when  the  campaign  banners  are 
stolen  after  a  night's  hard  work.
